Since 1929 farm buildings have depreciated 60 mil¬ 
lion dollars; farm machinery would require 40 million to 
replace its 1929 standard; house furnishings have not 
been renewed and would take 20 million to replace; cloth¬ 
ing of all sorts has been worn to shreds and would take 
30 million to replace. 

With such a dinunuation in their capital, how is it pos¬ 
sible to exipect them to pay 7 or 8 per cent, interest on 
principal debts or their taxes or the provincial debt This 
is especially true in face of the plagues that have ,beset

their crops.

In¬ 
stead of which, the rural service has been permitted to 
increase liabilities at the expense of other departments. 
According to Mr. "Love who spoke recently in High River 
the urban seryice and long distance have paid their way 
fairly well, but ihe tremendous mileage of phone lines in

The Perfect Fudge 
Put into your deep kettle four cups 
of sugar with one cup of cream, or 
half milk and half cream. Cream 
makes it richer. Add fbur squares of 
chpcolate and one-eighth teaspoon of 
salt and stir all together. Cook until 
the mixture fprms a soft ball when a 
little is dropped into cold water, or, 
if you use a candy thermometer, un¬ 
til ft registers 23:! degrees F. Then 
add two tablespoons of butter. Cool 
the. fudge to lukewarm, or to 100 de¬ 
grees F. by the theremonieter. Add 
two teaspoons of vanilla. Beat until 
thick. Have one-fourth pound of 
marshmallows cut in two. Pour half 
the fudge into a greased pan. Cover 
with the marshmallows, then pour 
the rest of the fudge over the marsh¬ 
mallows. When set, cut into squares.

One tablespoonful of butter; 1 ta¬ 
blespoonful of flour; Vi cupful of 
milk; Vi • teaspoonful of salt; Vi 
pound of cheese, cut in small pieces; 
Vi teaspoonful of mustard; few 
grains of cayenne; toast or wsifer 
crackers. 

Melt the butter, add the flour and 
mix the two together until they are 
well combined.Gradually add the milk 
stirring to prevent lumpiness and 
cook until thickened. 

Add the cheese and stir until it is 
melted. Add the seasoning and serve 
on wafer crackers or toast garnished 
with pimiento if you like, it is essen¬ 
tial for the success of the rarebit that 
jt be cooked only until the cheese is 
melted.

wheat a farmer could deliver for 
sale at the elevator, could be worked 
out. The farmer could decide easily 
enough how much land to sow when 
he knew exactly Low much he would 
be permitted to market. This could 
be worked out simply through muni¬ 
cipal officials, following a legislation 
on fixed quotas. An equitable allot¬ 
ment could be arranged by law and 
enforced municipally. Any other 
plan presents too great difficulties. 

Must Be Safeguarded 

If wheat producers are to .assist in 
this regular delivery and planned ex¬ 
port, they “must be safeguarded 
against any possibility of increase in 
the price of wheat being absorbed by 
interests situated between producer 
and consumer. 

They must he assured of market 
based on a negotiated price, not on a 
speculative one with erratic price 
fluctuations. 

A National Marketing Board would 
greatly facilitate the successful car¬ 
rying out of Canada’s share in the 
agreement. There will be great dis¬ 
content amongst producers if they 
are forced to reduce production and, 
then receive less than cost, with spec¬ 
ulation allowed a free hand to har¬ 
vest unearned profits. 

It is believed that a domestic price 
on a parity with the prices of other 
goods sold in Canada should be set 
for all wheat processed for domestic 
use. 

The Wheat Pool insists that while 
a marketing board is essential for 
orderly wheat release, such a board 
should be linked up with a national 
production and marketing policy for 
all farming including livestock, poul¬ 
try and dairy products.
